“Appealing to the foresight and the patriotism of the people of 
Los Angeles,” to support the air mail, Luther K. Bell, traffic manager 
of the United States Air Mail Service, arrived in Los Angeles yester-

CIVIC SPIRIT PRAISED 


“The spirit that the people of 
Los Angeles show toward support- 
ing the air mail will have much 
to do with influencing Wash'nug- 
ton officials and Congress in es- 
tablishing a direct service here,” 
said Traffic Manager Bell. “How- 
| ever, we don’t expect to have a 
great deal of difficulty in that re- 
spect. ‘The city that was one of 
the pioneers in aviation, that sent 
the ‘round-the-world flyers off with 
a tremendous demonstration and 
welcomed them tack even more 
enthusiastically, will mot fail to 
rise to this occasion.” 

Everything seems ready, Bell 

said, for the campaign to put the 
service across. Los Angeles en- 
thusiasm for the air mail has 
reached the postal officials § at 
Washington, and Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Paul Hender- 
son has notified the air mall offi- 
clals that “Los Angeles will have 
the unqualifed support” of the 
Postoffice Department in securing 
a direct route.

Ezra W. Palmer, C.S.B., of Den- 
ver, a member of the board of lec- 
tureship of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, In Boston, deliv- 
ered the last of a series.of lectures 
this week on Christian Science Fri- 
day evening under the auspices of 
the Seventeenth Church of Christ, 
Scientist.

“Since every person has con- 
ecitousness, it is pertinent to ask, 
What are we conscious of? Be- 
cause if we are conscious we must 
of necessity be conscious of some- 
thing. Are we today in a dark- 
ened, pained state of conscious- 
ness? Are we conscious of fear, 
pain, fll health or poverty? Are 
we in that state of mind in which 
latent fears are ready to spring 
into conscious thought at the first 
suggestion of evil or adversity? 
Or do we have a deep-toned faith 
in God, a consciousness of His ever- 
present protection and power 
which enable us to be peaceful 
and harmonious despite all the as- 
saults of evil? 


PHYSICAL BFFECT 

“Furthermore, does our state of 
consciousness have any relation to 
our environment? Is there, for ir- 
stance, any relation between fear 
and ill. health, between a fearful 
state of; mind and disasters which 
may apparently come from with- 
out? nd commonly does a 
harmonious, peaceful state of mind 


outwardly in health, 


plenty and freedom? 

Human theories shed Uttle Nght 
on these questions, but Christian 
Sciencs makes clear that the men- 
tal state of the individual] ts mani- 
fested outwardly in sickness or 
health, poverty or plenty, discord 
or harmony.
